LESSON FOR THE TOWN AND WEST. 

Judge Murphy Gives Outline of the Project and Says 
It May Grow Into Powerful 
‘ Racing Organization.

I.onis f<»r some wis-ks hack to give a short running 
meeting at St. Louis under the anspiees of the 
Imsiness men of the eity. 1 was asked to take 
»-harg4‘ of it ami. Iiaring some spare time between 
1li<- elos»‘ of Fort Erie and the oiiening of Hamilton, 
agreed to do so. There is a general demand in my 
Jionn* <H.v for a short meeting each year that will 
la- a sporting and sia-iety event imre and simple. 
It will prohahly result in the formation of a pow- 
*-rfiii j<a-ke.v eluh composed of the Imsiness ami so- 

• iety iXHiple of the eit.v to take hold of tile simrt. 
However. I am not tlie itromoter of the scheme, hut 
will give it every assistanee.” 

St. Louis. .\io.. .\ugust IS. — Ail the right iiillii- 
enees here will support .Io.s«>ph .\. Murphy’s racing 
venture at the Fair llrounds, if that propert.v can 
la> seeunal. Barne.v Selir<>ilH‘r will he deeidy inler- 
esletl. The object is to show iJovernor Folk and 
the entire state that racing of high class and 
worthy gtaal (latronage i-an la> given in .si. lamis. 
Later, if the meeting .gets a fair share of patronage 
aiid mui-li imhlie approval, a new jm key eluh will l>e 
organized among St. Louis people of the la-st elass 
and favorable legislation will he sought in the wav 
of a limited racing law. 

If such a law can 1 h> ohtain<‘d the new organiza- 
^ lion will In all iirohahilil.v build and eipiip a new 
taeing plant for St. lamis. It will fh- at Norman- 
die. Mo., a siihiirh some tifteen miles from the center 
of St. Louis.

• Jroiiuds meeting is hehl -if It is held — tlie manv 

haudlsNiks now i»perating in SI. lauiis and vicinity 
will cease to oiieralc during the racing term. The 
Ida ns provide for si\ raei-s daily lor purses and 

there will tie no trouble over horses. I’lenl.v of- the 
Im'sI are aliv-ady promi.sed. 

It is thought here that it is tin- SI. lauiis experl- 
im-nl that was imant in tlie eastern rumors about 
a reviTal of racing on a track in .Michigan near 
■ fhb'ago. 

Of course, there will be betting, but it will la> 
oral, itupuldie and far less pernicious than unlimited 
bandliooking. netting will not be recognized by 
the new 411'ganization. which will pronoum-e against 
it and police the course so as to keeii down the 
public side of what lietiing there is. 

With racing on such lines and the liad features 
and la-rsons of the |iasl virtually eliminated, it is 
••veil otiitied that tioviTnor Folk will not sireuu 
ousl.v opiKise the St. Louis racing cM>erimeut.
